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1. All five Chineso newspapers now published in Shanghai aro strictly supervised 
and controlled according to the Communist Party line. A few minor deviations 
caused tivo Chinese newspapers to close dow in early July 1949. The Ta kun, 
Tao has twice had to grovel abjectly and to engage in public self-purification, 
and it is now completely subservient to Communist control. The shanghai 
delegation to the Chinese ieople's Political Consultative Conference 
included important staff membere of all Shanghai newspapers. 


2, Shanghai nowspapera, with the exception of the Shang’ Pag a cauwiercial 
daily, have been grantod exemption fron business taxes, on the rrounde 
that they are non-profit making and not in competition with cultural and state- 
operated enterprises, and that their purpose is to coordinate government 
policy.
